On she Ist of December there was A secret meeting of the 
Parliament. The Minister of Foreign Affairs presented a royal 
message, stating, that from ‘he critieat Circumstances in which 
the kingdom wae placed relatively to the Anied Powers, the 
King enertained the hope of preventing of! the calamities inse- 

rable from a war, by obtaining the mediation of France, a me- 
dintion of which he wa> certain on condition of ‘certain changes 
in the constitution, ‘They were the following, viz. :— 

let, The establishment of a House of Peers, 

2d, The abolition. of the permanent deputation of the Parlia- 
ment. 

84, The choice of councillors of state at the ‘piensure of the 
King. eT ag: 

ath. An unlimited royal veto. 

5th. The royal initiative of the budget and of Inwé. 

Gth. The right of dixaolving the Parliament. 

After a lively discussion, the Parliament decreed that al! 
negotiation with foreign. powers being one of the- Kinw’s prero- 
gatives, the Parliament could not interfere. "The address to the 
King, communicating this resolation, is’ a manly, solemn, and 
affecting document. It-breathes high feeling, and contempt of 
danger; but it stoops not to dixguise the magnitude of thet 
dancer, nor the uncertain issne of a conflict with superior force, 
which it stéadfastly contemplates as approaching. 

On the 7th December the Minister, after presenting a message 
from the’ King, ,with the autograph letters of the Allwal Sove- 
reigns (inserted ta our last) required an explicit answer from 
the Parliament. This assembly ordered that the message should 
be printed, and that ou the day followiog they «hould deliberate 
as to a suitable reply. The public on this occasion found means 
to intimate a strong dislike to the proposed departure of their 
Sovereign, On the 8th, after an animated ond interesting dis- 
cussion, an address was voted, and a decree passed: the drift of 
the-former being to take for granted that the King eould leave 
his own dominiogs for, wo purpose but to protect the new con- 
stitotions (that of Spain) unaltered—to refuse the desired pre- 
sence of fone deputies at Laybach, thereby throwing on the 
King and his immediate con betnnes the respon-ibility of any 
weakness or terzivetsatidn—to blume the insertion in the Royal 
Messéce of that list'of Cornstifitional bases which the King hud 

‘professed his relactance to dbandon, on the ground that the 
constitution of the kingdom was already specitic enough, and 
perfectly” understood between the Sovereign and peoples anc 
that the suggestion of any new principles looked as if the work 
was to begin again: finally, the address.dectotes in plain terms, 
that if the King should give up the Spanish Consfilution, the Parlia- 
ment would steadily maintain it. The decree which followed was 
conformable to the Jast passage of this address: it protests, in 
short, againsta great deal of whatthe message contgin, and 
disclaims ony power 10 pesent to the King’s journey, except the 
journey shall have for its ébject “* the xupport of the Sparish 
Constitition, sworn «gm by all.”
